The following supplementary re- 
port on the possibility of estab- 
lishing a muskrat fur industry in 
the Everglades has been furnished 
this paper by Jules M. Burguleres 
of West Palm Beach.

Beginning about six miles north 
of the Trall and running with a 
fair degree of uniformity for the 
next thirty miles large patches of 
three cornered saw grass, ordinary 
Glades grass, paille fine, water- 
lettuce, water lillies, chub and 
practically every food used by the 
Louisiana muskrat. except wild 
rice, wild celery and millet, were 
found in large quantities. The 
depth of the water over this area 
remained constant between 235 and 
3 feet, and the groupings of rat 
food were thoroughly mixed with 
each other, the single exception 
being that areas roughly one-half 
mile wide will be found where the 
three cornered saw grass exists in 
such quantitles as.to choke out all 
other growth. — 7

ABROGATION OF CONTRACT | 
RULES . CUT ‘COMPLAINT 
UNDER PERISHABLES ACT 


WASHINGTON, D. C. Dec. 9. 
— The U. S. Departmer- of Agri- 
culture has found in its adminis- 
tration of the Perishable Agricul- 
tural Commodities Act that many 
shippers have the mistaken im- 
pression that when they.have a 
controversy with a receiver over a 
car they can grant an allowance | 
in order to have the car accepted 
and then file a complaint with the 
department under the act, asking 
for an adjudication of the question 
of whether-or not the allowance 
should bave been granted. The de- 
partment desires to impress on all 
shippers that when an allowance 
hag been granted it is considered 
that the original contraet is abro- 
gated and that a complaint based 
on the original contract can not 


| be entertained. This is rue in all 


cases except those in which the al- 
lowance was obtained through 
fraud or misrepresentation. 

This point has come up in sev- 
eral different cáses and has been 
decided by the secretary in a for- 
mal decision in at least two cases. 
The most recent of these involved 
a car of tomatoes which was sold 
f. o. b. shipping point, inspected 
at shipping point, and found to be 
in good condition and to grade U. 
S1. Upon arrival at destination 
11 days later the tomatoes were 
again inspected by a representa- 
tive of the department and found 
to contain 15 per cent decay. The 
tomatoes were still considered to 
be U. S.-1, decay being a factor 
of condition. Because the sale was 
made on an f. o. b. basis, upon the 
respondent's refusal to accept the 
car the complainant could have 
stood upon his rights and refused 
to take possession thereof and 
could have asked for an award of 
damages ín the amount of the full 
sale price; or he could have resold 
the tomatoes for the account of all
